SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The video recording entitled Avalanche otherwise known as The Matador Series 
Avalanche and Matador 7\s classified as: 

Objectionable. 

This classification is due to the strongly degrading, dehumanising and demeaning 
manner in which the publication deals with matters of sex, in the form of explicitly 
depicted sexual activity that is intended to sexually arouse the viewer. 

The video recording presents six explicitly depicted sex scenes linked by their location 
in a European ski resort. It is part of a series which concentrates on anal intercourse 
and has a distinctive central motif involving camera close focus on the distended 
anuses of female participants which is presented for the benefit of an intended male 
heterosexual audience. 

The feature contains sexual and physical conduct of a degrading, dehumanising and 
demeaning nature and degrades, dehumanises and demeans the female participants 
to a high degree and extent. The extent of degrading, dehumanising and demeaning 
elements within every scene of the feature create an overwhelming effect on the 
publication as a whole which is not mitigated by any other factors. In view of this, the 
Classification Office finds that the availability of the publication is likely to be injurious 
to the public good. 

The criteria applied by the Classification Office resulting in making this publication 
objectionable are prescribed by law. This classification represents the minimum 
interference with freedom of expression, as affirmed by the New Zealand Bill of Rights 
Act 1990, that is consistent with preventing likely injury to the public good. 
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
